'* the Col;urs and Enſignes from them, we gained 
above threeſcore, and for the Standard, Sir John Smith, 
with oncly onc accompanying him, regained it again 
from {ix men, killed him that had it, wounded the 
| ſecond,and purtheother four toflight. 

You may judge the Body of their Army by theſe 
members , and the difhonour of loſing a Glory gor, 
is more then the Honour of taking : like giving little 
Children Gold to play withall, and when wepleaſc 
may take it back again. 

Now concerning theirtaking five Wagons, a Coach 
8, Pecces of Ordnance, with other circumſtances, I 
will not contradict, becauſe I will ſpeake nothing bur 
what I know ; but I well remember the taking of 
aboye:twenty Wagons and Carts, and my Lord of | & 
Eſſex his Coach, and fix Horſes, tothe deſtruction of | | 
the Coach-m,an, and Poſtilion, and ſeven Pecces of 
Ordnance; and all this from them, which it may 
be, my Lord Wharton dream'd to be gained by their 
ſide from Us. But dreamesare commonly contrary, 
which might put his Lordſhip as much our in his rc-| 
lation, as he is in ation, being unzuſtin both : but.
